Typicaiiy this whoie iegend, S POR 
OST C, is right side up, occasionaiiy it is upside down, but nowhere eise have 
we found it mixed, as on our coin. The number of ships shown in the harbor in 
this type varies, but the four most important ones, never omitted and showing 
four successive stages in a ship’s use of the harbor, are the two ieft and right of 
the iighthouse, one entering the harbor under fuii saii and the other being rowed 


out of the harbor; the large ship in the center, which has recently arrived and 
cast anchor and whose sails are being taken in by three men on deck and in 
the rigging; and finally the ship alongside the quay at eight o’clock whose cargo 
is being unloaded by one man on deck and a second crossing the gangplank 
to shore. This sesterius of Nero is highly unusual. It is not only the heaviest 
recorded Port of Ostia, but the obverse is 40% off center. Still, the reverse is 
rather well-centered with all of the major elements present and nicely defined.

Aithough 
difficuit to read, the iower giyphs contain the symboi of the goddess Neith, 
worshipped at the ancient town of Sais in the Egyptian Deita. Great mother 
goddess to the ancient Egyptians, Neith was beiieved to be the mother of Osiris, 
and as such identified in funerary iiterature as overseeing the wrappings of the 
deceased in iinen. Aiso associated with the crocodiie god Sobek of the Saiyum 
Lake region in some mythoiogicai contexts, she is aiso accompanied by two 
crocodiies, as shown here, referred to in reiigious texts as the “two crocodiie 
gods.”

It 
may be a stylized tree trunk with the branches chopped off, or it may represent 
the four piiiars that support the sky superimposed upon one another. Uitimateiy 
the djed-piiiar was considered to represent Osiris’ backbone. As a hierogiyph, 
djed meant “stabiiity,” and this amuiet therefore imbued its owner with stabiiity 
and endurance.

Bes 
was a protective deity who frightened evii away with his scowiing expression.

ATTIC BLACK-FIGURE LEKYTHOS, ca. eariy 5th century B.C. This biack- 
figure vase, the work of the Haimon Painter, depicts Herakies battiing the 
Amazons in its centrai register. Herakies was one of the most popuiar heroes of 
ancient times. As the iiiegitimate son of Zeus, his stepmother Hera hated him, 
and tormented him aii his iife. He is best known for his tweive iabors which he 
performed as atonement for kiiiing his chiidren in a fit of madness caused by 
Hera. The number had originaiiy been set at ten, but was extended to tweive by 
Eurystheus, the king who ordered the various iabors by order of Apoiio. 

The ninth iabor required him to go to the Amazons’ country to fetch the Amazon 
queen’s beit/girdie. The Amazon queen, named Hippoiyta, ruied in the city of 
Themiscyra on the Thermodon. The Queen warmiy received Herakies, but Hera 
stirred the Amazons against him. Disguised as an Amazon warrior, Hera spread 
rumor that Herakies had come to abduct their queen. The Amazons armed 
themseives and attacked Herakies’ ship. Thinking that Hippoiyta was secretiy 
piotting against him, Herakies kiiied the queen and took her beit. 

According to a different version by Apoiionius, where Herakies kiiied no one in 
his venture, he ambushed and captured Meianippe (Antiope) sister of Hippoiyta. 
Herakies oniy reieased Meianippe when Hippoiyta paid Herakies a ransom - her 
girdie. Ex. Coiiection of Mr. & Mrs. Horace Karph, New York; purchased Sotheby 
Parke-Bernet in 1966.
